1'Aitin, August U5.—Xccordlntf to dispatches 


received from Uaiibl the account of thororeu 
engagement was us follows: The Trench 
\vero divided Into three columns, of 500 men 
each, as far us Sontag. The right column 
then advanced along the river bank, Blip 
ported by live guuboats. After going ilv 
tulles tho enemy was found entrenched. Thi 
gunboats fired among tlmm, and the entrench 
ments were carried. Tho troops then ad 
vanced to carry tho fortified village with th 
bayonet, but the defense was so vigorous tha 
tliey were thrice repulsed 


Toward evening the French, finding thel 


attempts fruitless, decided to renew the at- 
tack next morning. The center column me 
with faint resistance, and occupied Yanol 
'1 here they awaited a turning movement to be 
effected by tha len~TxiUimn. The latter ad 
vnnced along the road which tbe late Captali 
Klviere took. Foor hundred Chinese accoin 
panled the column, which reached Vong, and 
there found tile road barred by a strong en 
tielichuiuut. Thff artillery then fired Into the 
works. Tho column advanced with difficulty 
owing to floods. The horses were unused to 
harness and refused to drag I ho guns, and men 
look their places In dragging up the artillery 
When within three hundred yards of tbt 
enemy's entrenchments the French openei 
fire. For a time there was no return made b] 
.ho enemy, but after some delay they openei 
with a tremendous fusilade, which resulted In 
checking the advance of the column. U was 
now manifest that tlio position could not be 
carried by direct attack, and a flank, move- 
ment was Impossible, so tho French column 
;elreatcd. 
Tbejunemy, shouting in triumph 


issued from tlielr Intreflchinenui and began 
pursuit, They pressed around both flanks of 
.he retreating column. 
Tho French Mien op- 


cuened with artillery, firing shell Into the 
ranks of the pursuing foicoo, but tbe enemy 
continued to follow their retreat. The French 
irescnod excellent order, and carried every- 
thing off tho field, Including* thplr killed and 
wounded. At 4 In tho afternoon tfie enemy 
suddenly drew off. 
The French column 


reached Uunsl at 7 In the everting, completely 
exhausted 
Their centra column also return- 


ed to Uansi. Tho right column occupy tlio 
position which the evenly evacuated during 
he night.
